Programme Notes 


Suite from the Threepenny Opera was commissioned by Otto 
Klemperer for the Berlin State Opera Orchestra a few months after 
the popular premiere of the Threepenny Opera in Berlin in 1928. 
The scoring is such that night-club bands throughout Europe were 
able to easily adapt the music and to play portions of the suite for 
dancing. When the Nazi party came to power in 1933 they not only 
prohibited performances of any of Weill's music, but placed special 
emphasis on the 7hreepenny Opera by asking theatres around the 
world to return all copies of the scores and parts so that they could 
be destroyed. The famous Moritat became very popular in North 
America with new lyrics under the title Mack the Knife.
